The impending trouble had its Sica 
in the killing of T. Matlden, a constable, 
in that district. Mr. Mauden was born 
and raised in that section of the county, 
and was a member of one of the best fam-

ing him and finally threatened to kill him 
if he did not stop. Mr. Maulden had been 
in the army for four years and besides not 
being afraid of anything, knew when he 
| had enough, He turned his horse about 
and told the Jeffreth negro that he had 
. about enough. Then one of the brothers 
pulled 2 pistol from his pocket and went 
to shooting, while the other opened fire 
with the Winchester. They did not stop 
until their guns were emptied. 

Then they turned to the woods and dis- 
appeared. 

The killing aroused the community and 
the people of the district started out to 
find the two negroes. There was no idea 
of dealing out summary punishment to 
them, as was demonstrated by the treat- 
ment they received when they were cap- 
tured three days later. They were found 
out in the woods in a swamp, miles from 
any house. They were found, too, by a 
posse of men, all warm and life-long friends 
of the murdered officer. It was after quite 
a little brush between the two negroes and 
the whites that the arrest was made and 
then and there they could have been dis- 
posed of and few would ever have known 
of it. But that night the two negroes were 
lodged in jail in this eity. 

A Plot to Kill. 

Prominent among those who took a hand 
ir running the Jeffreth boys down were Mr. 
Jcseph Isham and his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Henry Tillman, who is related to the ex- 
governor of South Carolina. These gentle- 
men were warm and persistent in the chase 
and thus incurred the enmity of the ne- 
groes of that section. The Jeffreth brothers 
were gamblers and idlers and yet they were 
popular among the negroes of that portion 
of the country. Their arrest caused the 
blacks who knew them and liked them to 
form a band and that band made Waverly 
Pike its leader. Pike was like the Jeffreth 
negroes, jan idle, worthless character, and 
led the degrees as Bob Brewer did at Jesup. 
five years ago. 

The band under Pike’s leadership pledged 
themselves to take revenge upon every 
one who had a hand in the arrest of the 
Jeffreth brothers. Of this there is no doubt. 
McCall, a negro who was Pike’s first lieu- 
tenant, and who is now in jail for killing 
Mr. Isham, ras so @é&clared in an open and 
free confession, The band of negroes, after 
selecting officers, subscribed to a promise 
that every one who had been instrumental 
in capturing the Jeffreth brothers should 
die. Fach member declared that he would 
deal out death to any one of the party at 
the first opportunity. A list of men who 
wanted was announced, so McCal 
confessed. First on the Hst was the name 
of Mr. Isham. and next the name of Mr. 
Tillman. The negroes kept their council 
well, and nothing was known of the mark 
of death which hung over a dozen or more 
of the best people of the county until after 
the death of Mr. Isham, when McCail told 
the story. 

Two weeks passed after the brutal kill- 
ing of the officer before the first decree of 
the society for revenge was carried out. 
The time elapsed not because the negroes 
were not hungry for revenge, but because 
an opportunity had not presented itself. 
Last Thursday was the first chance offered 
to revenge what the negroes thought a 
wrong to them, and it so happened that 
the head of the gang and his first lieuten- 
ant were the parties to redeem the pledge. 
Tillman was in Quitman, and so were Pike 
and McCall and the two Herring brothers. 
While in town a nephew of Mr. Isham 
asked Pike to help him watch the horses. 
Pike did this and as the horses were Car- 
ried back to the wagon Mr. Isham came up 
and Pike asked him to treat. Mr. Isham 
was ignorant of the conspiracy and took a 
dime from his pocket and gave it to Pike, 
telling him to buy a drink. At the-same 
time he gave McCall a dime for the same 
purpose. Late in the evening Mr. Isham, 
accompanied by his nephew and brother-in- 
law, started home, leaving the negroes in 
town. On his way home Mr. Isham passed 
the house of old Captain Tillman, his 
father-in-law. He stopped for a minute. 
He and his father-in-law were Masons, and 
as there was some business of thag order 
for them to attend to, the old gentleman

It so hap- 
pened that the two men on horseback were 
the leaders of that negro gang. The par- 
ties met face to face. Isham and Tillman 
stepped to one side to allow the wagon to 
pass. It was just dark, but the men could 
recognize each other. The wagon went by 


ilies of Brooks. He had been a constable 
for years and had never been known “4 
have any trouble. 

He was popular and liked by all, white 
and black. About three weeks ago he went 
out with a warrant for the arrest of a 
negro and sought him at a turpentine camp 
which he was in the habit of frequenting. 
As he approached the camp Mr. Mauden 
saw quite a number of negroes congre- 
gated about headquarters, and among them

observed tne negro he wanted. Sherman 
and Jerry Jeureth, brothers, who were 
well-known turpentine workers, and who 


bore quite a bad reputation throughout the 
county, were in the crowd. They had been 
in several rows of a serious nature and 


always went armed. One of them had a 
Winchester over his shoulder at the time. 
Mr. Maulden approached and as the officer 
ealled for the negro he wanted, the Jeffreth 
negro brought his gun down saying: 

“J wouldn't pay any attention to that 
man... He can’t take you away.”’ 

Mr. Mauiden knew the character of the 
negroes and as the offense with which the 
negro he wanted was charged was trivial,

“Took out, Wave,” he called, “don’t ride 
over me.” 

Wavery Pike quickly saw his chance, and 
with horrible oaths, drew his pistol and 
began shooting at Mr. Isham at 
the same time calling upon his companion 
to do the same, calling the name of Mr. 
Tiliman. 

The first shot from Pike’s pistol went 
straight into Mr. Isham’s breast, producing 
a wound that caused death within three 
minutes. Mr. Tillman was beside him and 
as he started to fall caught Isham. 

As he went down, Mr. Isham said: 

“Henry, Wave Pike has killed me. Look 
out or——’”’ 

Those were the last words he ever utter- 
ed, and while he was speaking both Pike 
and McCall were firing at the two men. 
In all seven shots were fired by the negroes 
and of the seven, McCall fired three as his 
pistol showed after he was arrested. It is 
safe to say that Mr. Isham’s last sen-

Assisted by some of, the 
negroes on the place, the old gentieman, 
his son and wife carried Isham’s body to 
the Tillman home. Then it was that Mr. 
Henry Tillman told the story of the killing, 
and an alarm was sent out. Judge E. W. 
Tillman, another brother of the murdered 
man, was called in. He sought some friends 
and they began a s°arch for the negroes. 

Mr. Henry Tillman had recognized the 
four and when the search began it was 
Pike and McCali they wanted. These were 
the negroes, so Mr. Tillman said, who did 
the shooting.’ The Herring boys did not ap- 
pear to take any part in it. Pike, who 
fired th> first shot, could not be found, but 
that night McCall was located and arrested. 
He was taken to the home of Captain Till- 
man, where the body of Mr. Isham lay and 
where there were quite a number of 
friencs. That night he was guarded and 
kept safely. No attempt was made by the 
friends of the murdered man to take his 
life. Ali were willing to allow the law to 
take its course, and the next morning he 
was brought to town and turned over to 
the sheriff by whom he was jailed. That 
day the Herring poys were arrested and 
brought into jail. Both denied Knowing any- 
thing of the crime, but both were kept. The 
search for Pike was kept up but he could 
not be found. 

McCall Tells of the Plot. 

That evening, Friday, McCall acknowl- 
edged that he was present and told of the 
pledge the negroes of that section had made 
to ceal out death to every one who had a 
hand in the arrest of the Jeffreth boys. The 
statement created a great deal of feeling in 
the country, and when it reached the home 
of Isham and the Tillmans, it aroused a 
f-eling that had not manifested itself be- 
fore. it was then that the whites wou'd 
heve taken revenge if they could have 
found some one upon whom to get it. The 
efforts to capture Pike were redoubled and 
people came from Colquitt, Worth, Ber- 
rien and other counties around, armed for 
the search. No threats were made, howev- 
er, by the searchers until Saturday, when it 
was learned that about fifty negroes, fully 
and heavily armed, had congregated about 
three miles from where Mr. Isham was to 
be buried that evening. It was stated that 
they were there for the purpose of protecting 
Pike if he should be found. It was given 
out among the whites, too, and that by a 
negro, that Pike was in hiding in the neigh- 
borhood and that the negroes were armed 
for the express purpose of preventing his 
arrest. His place of hiding was revealed 
to the party and that evening, after the re- 
mains had been laid away, a visit was made 
to the place, but the negro was not there. 

On that trip the whites, now large in num- 
ber, ervountered a party cf regroes and seév- 
eral shots were exchanged, It was a fight 
after the bushwhacking order, and a negro 
named Henry Sherod, known to be a warm 
friend of Pike’s, was killed. This killing in- 
tensified the feeling between the races, and 
the crowds began to increase on both sides 
until there were more than one hundred 
and fifty armed whites and probably as 
many negroes, 

Both sides were well armed and both 
were determined not to yield, It was then 
that Captain Tillman, the father-in-law of 
the murdered man, sought the whites and 
asked them to allow the law to take its 
course and turn the negro over to the offi- 
cers if he should be caught. Captain Till- 
man had quite an influence with the men 
and the probabilities are that the crowd 
would have dispersed had the negroes 
agreed to surrender Pike. A messenger was 
sent to them asking them to do so, and 
promising that the whites would not hurt 
him, and that he would be placed in jail and 
given a fair trial. The negroes not only 
refused any such proposition, but defied the 
whites to come to them. Then-all patience 


terice was intended as a warning to his : 
brother-in-law. at whom the negroes were 


was lost and that evening a search was be- 
gun for Pike. His old haunts were visited, 
and among them was the home of Sam Tay- 
lor, who is the husband of Pike’s mother, 
but not his father. There some trouble oc- 
curred and Taylor was killed. This aroused 
the negroes against them and a few shots 
were exchanged from the bushes, but none 
of the whites were hurt, so far as can be 
ascertained. 
The Killing Continues. 

That same night Eli Frazier and Sam 
Pike, a brother of the desperado, were kill- 
ed by the whites, who were trying to find 
out the location of Waverly Pike. Sunday 
morning, when the killing of the negroes 
became known, the feeling became more 
and more intense, and the group of negroes 
swore that the life of every man, woman 
and child in that district should pay the

penalty. This oath and promise came 
so straight and direct to the whites that 
they could not doubt it. Naturally they 
prepared for the worst, and as the news 
went over the county line into other coun- 
ties the white men drew together in great. 
er numbers. Mustering men from three or 
four counties they agreed that nothing 
should be done beyond the protectionor 
homes and family, except the exhaustion 
of every effort to capture Pike. But in all 
crowds there are wild, reckiess people, and 
Saturday night some one of the many scout. 
ing parties went to the home of Eli Fra- 
zier, where it was thought something might 
be learned about Pike. It was thought sure 
the woman at the house knew where he 
was secreted, and she was questioned, but 
she either did not know or would not tell.

Jares, a French Depoty, Fiercely At- 
tacks the Govergment. 


MINISTER BARTHOU DENOUNCES HIM 


So There Is to be a Duel with Pistols at 
Twenty-Five Paces—Bullet-Proof 
Costs Not Barred. 


Paris, December 2.—General Metcier, 
minister of war, introduced today in the 
chamber of deputies a bill providing the 
death penalty for such military traitors as 
Captain Dreyfus. 

In the couse of Jares’s attack upon the 
government he said that Dreyfus escapde 
the death sentence because the government 
feared the consequences of executing him. 
Premier Dupuy ‘reproached Jares for voic- 
ing the theories of international socialism 
on <& subject which should appeal to every 
Frenchman's loyalty. 

“You are the internationalists,’’ shouted 
Jares in his reply. ‘“‘You favor the nation- 
alism of Hebrew capitalists whom you 
screen and protect. Yet these Hebrew 
capitalists whom you adopt as your wards 
are scamps.”’ . 

The chamber was brought to a high pitch 
of excitement by this harangue. The 
socialists cheered approvingly. The min- 
igters interrupted the speaker. As Jares 
reached the climax of his charges M. 
Barthou, minister of public works, sprang 
to his feet and shouted: ‘‘You lic, and 
you know you lie.” 

Jares’s reply was drowned in a tumult, 
which was stilled after five minutes by tho 
president’s bell. 

There were many calls for the censuring 
of Jares, and eventually DeBrisson, the 
president, requested him to retract his 
accusations. 

Jares refused flatly. He was censured 
by the president and expelled temporarily 
from the chamber. The sitting was ad- 
journed in confusion. 

Jares sent his seconds to Barthou. Ac- 
cording to the arrangemerts made by the 
seconds the Jares-Barthou duel will te 
fought with pistols at twenty-five paces.

that shall contribute to the undertaking. 

“We think that it is safe to say, already, 
that the city of Charleston, at any rate, 
will be well represented at the exposition, 
and, of course, its exhibit will attract all 
the more attention because of the absence 
of a general state exhibit. 

“There are many mechanical industries 
in and around the city that ean contribute 
interesting articles; the farmers and truck 
gadeners can contribute some of the finest 
fruits and vegetables grown in this country; 
the fishing industry can of itself make a 
most attructive display.

A COFFEE-POT STILL. 


Unique Capture by Revenue Men in 
Alabama. 

Florence, Ala., December 24.—The United 
States revenue officers who have been raid- 
ing illicit distilleries in this section the past 
three weeks, made a remarkable discovery 
yesterday. At the home of 8S. R. O. Wil- 
liams, seven miles east of Lexington, in this 
county, officers found a moonshine outfit, 
consisting of a one-gallon geffee pot, trans- 
formed into a still, capable of making half 
a gallon of whisky per day. The still was 
operated casily and vorked perfectly. The 
unique outfit was brought-to Florence and 
placed on exhibition, hundreds viewing it 
with curiosity. Williams, the genius, who is 
said to have originated the device, was ar- 
rested and placed in jail on the charge of 
operating an _ illicit~ distillery. The ar- 
resting officers were Deputy Collector J. D. 
Coffee, Deputy Marshals J. A. O’Rear, J. 
W. Barker and. Mr. Ed Behler. They cap- 
tured an eighty-gallon still near where they 
captured the coffee pot outfit. 

Within the past three weeks they have 
raided fully a dozen moonshine distilleries 
in this and Limestone counties, and haye 
made several notable captures of notorious 
‘“‘wildcatters.”’ 

A Capture in South Carolina. 

Cheraw, S. C., December 24.—Last Friday 
night Collector Stackhouse and Marshals 
Gregory and Edgesworth captured, on 
l.vneh’s river, in Chesterfield county, D. 
H. Tiller, Jim, John and Tom Blackwell, 
Ed Jcnes and Murray Tiller for violatic@ 
of the revenue laws and brought them to 
Cheraw, where they gave bond the next 
day. These men are said to have been 
carrying on a lively trade in liquor and yet 
the dispensary constables have never 
caught any of them. Only three gallons of 
liquor and a horse and wagon were cap- 
tured. The rest of the liquor which these 
men had was carried off where the officers 
could not get it. 

THE CENTRAL MUST PAY. 


Speer Sustains the 
Glenn Tax Act. 

Macon, Ga., December 24.--(Special.)—In 
the United States court today Judge Speer 
rendered a very important decision relative 
the celebrated Glenn tax act and the 
road. Some time ago <Attorney 
General ‘Terrell, in behalf of William A. 
Wright, comptroller genera! the state, 
filed an intervening petition in fhe United 
States court here asking that the Centra! 
rdilroad receivers be compelled to pay the 
taxes due to all the counties on the line 
from Chatham to Bibb, ¢ncluding the cities 
of Savannah, ‘Tennilie, Milledgevilie and 
Macon. The taxes were against 
the real and personal property of the road 
under what is known as tne Glenn act of 
1887. The taxes are assessed only fur one 
year—15891. 

The answer of the defendant, the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company, was that 
in the charter of the company there was 
a specific provision that it was to be taxed 
only one-half of 1 per cent upon its net 
earnings, and that that was the limit of 
taxation upon its property. 

The effect of the decision will be to foree 
.the payment of.the taxes due to the coun- 
ties and towns since 1891, and the amount 
involved is over $100,000. 

Judge Speer held that the counties and 
towns- could not tax the shares of the 
company’s stock, but could tax everything 
else belonging to the company.

From 
500 to 1,000 acres wil) be planted in ramie 
and a large decorticating plant will be 
erected here.

BLOODSHED AT BAMBERG. 


A Negro Shoots a White Man Inflict- 
ing a Mortal Wouand. 


Bamberg, 8S. C., December 24.--Two young 
negro men by the name of Grayson cele- 
brated Christmas eve by getting drunk and 
so disorderly that they were arrested. A 
marshal and a man named Moody made the 
arrest. They were released about 8 o’clock, 
and shortly afterwards met Moody on Main 
street and picked a quarrel with him. 
Moody struck one and clinched him, and 
as he did so the other, his brother, ran up 
and shot him in the back, inflicting two 
extremely dangerous and probably fatal 
wounds, one dall entering near the spinal 
column going directly inward; and the 
other slightly to the side, ranging upward.

HE IS SURE T0 HANG 


Wiggins, the Negro Murderer, Is to Get 
a Speedy Trial 


INQUEST. OVER ONE VICTIM 


AN 


No Deaths Reported from Augusta’s Po- 
lice Force, Which Was So Badly 
Used Up by the Negro. 


Augusta, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
Jabez Wiggins, the negro desperado and 
murderer, will be given a speedy trial. The 
grand jury will meet on Saturday to investi- 
gate the killing and the superior court will 
convene on the first Monday in January 
to try the case. There is no question thac 
the negro will be indicted and will be hansg- 
ed. Judge Roney, recognizing the killing 
as a horrible and wilful case of murder, 
felt the importance of an immediate trial, 
and early this morning consulted with other 
officers of the law as to what course should 
be pursued. Judge Roney, to show proper 
courtesy to Judge E. H. Calloway, who will 
succeed him on the bench on the Ist of 
January, decided to wire Judge Calloway 
upon the advisability of holding an ad- 
journed term of the superior court at once 
to try Wiggins, and he so telegraphed 
Judge Calloway. In less than an hour’s 
time Judge Calloway replied that the sug- 
gestion met his approval. 

Judge Roney then issued an order calling 
the grand jury to meet next Saturday and 
ordered an adjourned term of the superior 
court to be held on Monday, January 7th. 

At noon today Coroner May held an in- 
quest over Mr. John Davis, who was killed 
yesterday by Wiggins. The verdict of the 
jury was that the killing was murder. Only 
two witnesses were examined. One was 
Mr. W. C. Casey, and the other, Mr. D. G. 
Webster. 

Dr. Morgan held the autopsy. 
charged Wiggins with murder. 

Mr. Davis was buried at 3 o’clock today. 

This afternoon Margaret Jackson, a sis- 
ter of Wiggins, the negro desperado, fre- 
ported that her other brother had come over 
from Graniteville and brought news that 
Anderson Williams, whom it was reported 
Jabez had killed on the public road Satur- 
day night, wag not dead. She says her 
brother told her that Anderson was shot by 
Jabez, but he was only slightly wounded 
and would be out in a day or two. 

There has been some talk that Georgia 
authorities would have to surrender Wig- 
gins to South Carolina, to be tried there for 
the first crime whfch he committed over 
the river, when he shot Williams. Wiggins 
will first have to answer for his crime com- 
mitted here, and then if the South Carolina 
authorities want his dead body to hang the 
second time, they may get it. The jail is 
being guarded again tonight.

AT HOME AND NOT IN PRISON 


Will Debs and the Directors Spend 
Their Christmas. 

Chicago, December 24.—President Debs 
and the other directors of the American 
Railway Union will have a chance to spend 
Christmas with their families, notwith- 
standing the fact that today was the day 
set for hem to go to jail and begin serving 
heir sentences for contempt of court. Judge 
Woods this morning extended a stay of sen- 
tence to January 8th. At the request of 
the defendant’s counsel, he also modified 
his original order so as to make sentences 
cumlative instead of concurrent, sentences 
in government case to begin January &th, 
and in the Santa Fe, when government sen- 
tences shall have expired. The defendant'‘s 
counsel made this request to facilitate le- 
gal proceedings which will be instituted to 
all the men. It is admitted by all that no 
habeas corpus proceeding would have effect 
of freeing the men in the Santa Fe case. as 
the court unquestionably had jurisdiction 
there, so the cases were separated. Unless 
the attorneys for the directors ar succssful 
in gtting their client out of jail in the gov- 
ernment case, this means tha all of them 
will have to serve twice as long as under 
the original order of the court, which made 
two sentences begin and end at the same 
time.

Roanoke, Ala., December 24.—-A. C. Hill 
has been arrested and confessed to being 
the murdertr of Dr. J. H. Card, who was 
enticed from that town one night last week 
and shot and robbed.

Before 
it is too late they should abandon their 
frozen fields an@ make their way south- 
ward, where they can get cheap and 
preductive land and have the advantage 
of a genial climate that will enable 
them to work outdoors ali the year 
round. 

Here in Georgia we have not had a 
really coid duy this winter, and no ice 
has been seen except the thinnest pos- 
sible fringes of it one or two mornivgs 
this month. Ovyercoais have been hard- 
ly worn at ail this season, and maby 
robust persons huye not had them on

Whitecaps Up North. 

Wihitecap lawlessness is confined to 
no one section. We have touches of it 
in the nirth, and ihe north has fully as 
muel of it. 

In Sullivan county, New York, sev- 
eral whitecaps outrages have occurred 
in th. past few days. Unpopular cit- 
zens have been whipped, ducked and 
tarred and feathered. A New York Her- 
ald correspondent in Sullivan county, 
tells the following story: 

The recent tarring and feathering of 
Charles Berry and his wife in the mount- 
ainsg north of the Httle town of Acidalia, 
a bricf story of which was told by The 
Herald, was the most brutally conducted 
of inany outrages by whitecaps in either 
Sullivan or Delaware county. 

Pirry had, bv hard work, accumulated 
a small sum of money, and was very relig- 
ious. Theso were offenses in the eyes of 
some of the rougher element of the neigh- 
borhood, and consequently they undertook 
to vunish him. 

Mrs. Berry became the mother of a child 
about 2 month ago. A week afterward the 
baby died. The old women of the neish- 
borhood, who filled the house of the Ber- 
rys shortly after, found a imark on the 
iead infant, and pronounced it a witch’s 
da story was speedily spread 
thut a witch had caused its death. 

‘This was made the pretext for the visit 
of six men to the Berry home. They took 
Mr. Derry from his bed and dumped him 
in the snow, stripped him cf his garments, 
and while he begged and prayed for deliv- 
erance, they daubed him from head to foot 
with tar. One went into the hnouse, rip. 
ped open a feather bed, and the rufflans 
covered their victim with the feathers. 

Then then re entered the house und tore 
the clothing from Mrs. Berry, and despite 
her screants and pleadings for mercy, they 
smeared her with tar and gprinkled her 
with feathers. 

No steps have been taken to bring the 
perpetrators of the outrage to justice. 

‘the World uf the sume date has the 
following dispatch from Dunkirk: 

Fight men wearing pillow cases over 
their heads, with openings for the eyes 
cui in them and the ends held up by some 
means so that the tips ‘bent forward, 
whipped Charles Stair last night and or- 
dered him to leave the county.

Stair is six feet high and very strong, 
but he offered no resistance. He was told 
that if he did not leave the city within 
twenty-four hours he could expect another 
visit and worse punishment. Then he was 
told*to get back into the house,

THE DAY BEFORE. 


Excitement in an Interior Town—All 
the People Turn Ont. 

It was in a beautiful little town of about 
less than 100 miles from 
Atlanta on Christmas eve morning, 1894. 

The hour of 5 o’clock had not arrived, 
and every inhabitant of the village, save 
perhaps a single policeman and the hetel 
porter, was sleeping moré}or less soundly 
and peacefully: The cold, damp air, fresh 
from the nearby mountains, whistled 
rnournfully through the streets and only the 
rustle of the dying leaves broke the monot- 
onous stillress. The first gray streak of 
dawn had not yet outlined the starless sky. 

Quietude reigned painfully supreme, when 
suddenly an unearthly yell rent the dewy 
air. It was followed by another and an- 
other, each more terrible than the one 
which preceded it. The loud and tragic 
sound of a pistol shet rang out started ter- 
ror in the hearts ot the sleeping pecple 
who resided in the vicinity. Ere this, other 
yells were heard from different throats 
and in a remarkably short time it seemed 
that the entire multitude had ?risen from 
their slumbers with one accord. 

Pistol after pistol shot now rang out 
amid the ringing and clanging of beils and 
crowing of fowls. People rushed from their 
homes with terror stricken faces and half 
open eyes, into the icy morning air, some 
half clad and others less. The streets sud- 
denly became thronged with a rushing 
stream of humanity, who seemed to care 
not whence they went. Guests of the hotel 
poured out of their rooms in a _ terrified 
state, thinking that the building was on 
fire. Some of the more brave rushed from 
room to room warning the sleepers to fly 
for their lives. It seemed that bedlam had 
broken loose. Suddenly the throngs in the 
streets quickly took to the sidewalks. 
Ponderous fire engines, and heavy trucks 
lumbered up the main street adding excite- 
ment to the scene. Men, women and chil- 
dren rushed pell-mell in hot chase after the 
rapidly disappearing engines and trucks. 
Frail women and helpless children joined 
the mob, each striving to outrun the 
other. On and on the mad crowd rushed 
with bated breath in the direction from 
which came the first shmll yell. Expecta- 
tions of discovering some horrible tragedy 
fill the breast of all.

CHIEF HARRIS A GEORGIAN. 


The Head Man of the Cherokees Was 
Born in Forsyth County. 
“Tahlequah. I. T., December 18, 1894.— 
on. C. H. Strong. Dear Sir: On yester- 
day, the 17th, I gave Chief Harris a letter 
of introduction to you, and he promised me 
that he would call on you in Atlanta, either 
on his way to Washington or as he returned 
home. As a life-time friend of the Harris 
and Rogers families, I have assured the 
chief*that you will greet him with ‘the 
heartiness of a brother and a friend—and I 
know that I will not be disappointed, 
“God bless you, my old friend, and give 
you eternal rest among the good 
ages in the land of endless bliss. Sincerely 
yours, AVID M. ROGERS.” 
Chief Harris, who is now the zovernor of 
the Cherokees in Indian Territory, was 


Forsyth county, now Milton county, and 
within a mile of the late Judge Clark How- 
ell’s old home. Chief Harris was secretary 
to the late chief of the nation and at his 
death Chief Harris was elected his suc- 
cessor. It can bo said truly that Chief 
Harris is a man of marked ability. Dur- 
ing his administration the negotiation of 
the Cherokee strip to the United States 
government was consummated, and $6,000,- 
000 is being distributed amongst his people, 
meking them the richest people per capita 
in the United States. The capital], Tahle- 
quah, is a fine city, and the government of 
the nation is up in ell respects equal to 
our own state government, legislative and 
judicial. 

Our people here will delight to honor the 
chief. We hope to have him with us dur- 
ing our Cotton States and International ex- 
position, and we will be pleased for him 
to make for his nation any exhibits that 
will illustrate the aborigines of this country 
and their progress in civilization. The 
Cherokees ar famous for thir handsome, 
manly men, and the women for their queen- 
ly beauty. Our own (their) beautiful north 
Georgia is full of the legends of love and 
romance of this splendid people: It was 
these people wh® inspired the poet Payne 
with the undying ‘“‘Home, Sweet Home.” 
The author was captured—thought to be a

MRS. M. RUSHTON DEAD. 


An Aged Christian Lady Passes Over 
the River.

An analysis of the supplies of wheat in 
sight shows that while on October Ist this 
year the supplies of wheat in the world's 
visible were 10,000,000 bushels more than a 
year ago, now the stocks are 13,000,000 bush- 
els less than a year ago, showing a net 
Change in favor of lighter supplies of 23,- 
(Q),0U0 bushels since October lst. In October 
last year the world’s visible supply increas- 
ed 25,000,000 bushels, this year less than 15,- 
000,000 bushels. In November a vear ago it 
increased 11,000,000 bushels and this year it 
decreased 2,000,000 bushels. The change the 
current month has not been so satisfactory. 
‘The increase in two weeks has been 1,960,000 
bushels, while last year the increase was 
only 1,547,000 bushels. The world’s visible 
now, according to Bradstreet’s, is 194,992,- 
000 bushels against 193,751,000 last year. The 
visibie supply in America is now 128,302,000 
busheis, or 18,191,000. bushels more than a 
year ago, while the European visible is 66,- 
690.000 buyhels, against 83,t40,000 bushels 
last year. One difference wceuld seem to 
be that the amount of wheat bought »y 
other side this year is considerabiy less 
than last year.

The Cereal Situntion. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

The wheat market last week was dull and 
narrow ,the undertone heavy. A moderate 
concession was the final outcome and senti- 
ment at the close was very bearish. Most 
of the professional traders expect lower 
prices this week and such expectations will 
probably be realized. But wheat is al- 
ready so low that conservative people are 
inclined to buy it on concessions for mod- 
erate turns. No one anticipates any great 
rise in the market under present conditions. 
The large visible supply and steadily in- 
creasing stocks will, for the present, at 
least, prevent substantial recovery. The 
Cincinnati Price Current puts the situation 
thus: “It seems useless to look forward 
to a possible shaping of the position of 
supplies in this country later on by which 
the crop year may be expected to go out 
with little or no surplus rema‘ning. Mar- 
kets are not governed by domestié condi- 
tions of such nature, but by the temper 
and actions of operators in foreign markets, 
who give no heed to low or lowering in- 
visible stocks in this country, but keep an 
eve steadily on the dial reflecting the un- 
precedentec Guantity of wheat in ware- 
houses in this country which, with assur- 
ances of all necessary supplies from other 
exporting countries, enable them to regard 
with compiacency any temporary advance 
in our markets from causes which appear 
to justify an upward tendency in values.’’ 
Such, in brief, are the ‘facts. Last week, 
for example, while prices were about as 
low as the lowest recorded, the export 
trade continued dull and foreigners seemed 
content to wait. Why? Stmply because 
by a heavy increase in the visible supply 
the latter in this country reached an un- 
precedented figure—hearly 0,000,000 bushels. 
The increase for the week was nearly

Corn 1s 
selling relatively much higher than wheat 
which is the principal bear argument on it, 
Sut it is to be borne in mind that the de- 
mand for corn this year and next will fall 
entirely upon the ceumtry east of the Mis- 
sissippi, Provisions wel very dull. The 
movement of hogs fell off, but in the ab- 
sence of speculation hog products ruled 
easy. The provision ‘trade continues to 
feel the effects of 5-cent cotton.

The re- 
quirements of the trade have not been met 
by any means, as the sellers say that it is 
pot unusual to dispose of 50,0°%% pag*cages 
during the last fifteen days o. the vear 
in a regular way. This proves that the 
sale was merely a drop in the bucket.

CLAIMS HE NEVER GOT THE MONEY 


His Neme Is Hollingsworth, and He Says 
the Mortgage Was Given to the North 
American Loan Association. 


vhe particulars of what appears to be a 
ne-sided transaction on the part of a west- 
lonn ussociation, In which a Clayton 
county farmer claims to be out about 51,00), 
are told by Mr. 1, L. Hollingsworth, 

The parties Interested ere the North 
Americar. Investment and Loan Associa. 
on, formerly of Dubuque, Iowa, and later 

Chicago, and Mr. L. L, Hollingsworth, 
formeriy = farmer of Clayton county, but 
now a citizen of Atlanta, residing at No. 
j2 Peters street. 

The trancaction, ag described by Mr. Hol- 
lingsworth, is that the cempany secured 
» mortgage on his property In the sum of 
$100 in consideration of which he has not 
received a cent. A suit to set aside that 
mortgage is now pending in Fulton superior 
court, and wilk bo brought to trial at the 
spring term gf that court. 

The details of the case, as told by Mr. 
HlollingswortRk, are very interesting from 
becinning to end, and shew up the busi- 
ness methods of the loan ussociation in an 
ipfaverable Lxvht. He otates that on the 
«> dev of May, 1882, he went to the At- 
iants efice of the concern and made appli- 
eation for a loan of 91,000, offering his Clay- 

. county property, consisting. of ahouse 
and 200 acres of land, as sccurity. 

“When I made the application,”’ said Mr. 
tlotlimesworth, “Isaac Bates, vice president 
of the association, went down to Claytan 
county and after examining my property, 
told: me that his company would loan me 
the $1.00 on ft. On that day I gave them 
my notes for $1,400 and a mortgage on the 
property as security on the statement of 
Vr. Bates that the amount borrowed would 
be telegraphed on Wednesday of the fol- 
iowing week from Dubuque, Iowa, the head- 
quarters of the association. 

“lI waited until the latter part of June 
for the money and failing to receive it, I 
made application to C. W. Comstock, agent 
for the association in Atlanta, who had an 
ofice at My Broad street, for same. He put 
me off from week to week, saying each 
time I called on him, that the money would 
be here in a few days. 

“Becoming impatient, I wrote Isaac Bates, 
vice president of the association, at his 
Dubuque office, stating that unless the 
money came at once, cr if the notes and 
mortgages were not cancelled ana returned, 
i would bring suit against his company for 
damages. About ten days after writing that 
letter I received all the notes and the 
mortgage, the same being’ canceled."’ 

New Notes and New Mortgages. 

“In a short time after their receipt, Agent 
Comstock approached me with a telegram 
stating that if there was a duplicate of 
the papers in existence, to forward them 
to the office a Dubuque, when the money 
would be. forthcoming at once. Upon read- 
ing the telegram, I made out a new set of 
notes and mortgage and forwarded them to 
Pubuaue, expecting to receive the $1,000 

“A month latter, I met Agent Comstock on 
the-street@xnd upon asking him if the money 
had come Wor me, he replied that it had, 
that he had a draft of $1,000 for me at his 
office. When I called there two hours later 
for it, he refused to turn the draft over to 
me until 1 got a quit claim deed, held by 
parties in New Orleans, whom I owed the 
sum of $600. I thereupon told Comstock to 
hold out enough of the money toliquidate 
the’ New Orleans debt and pay me the rest 
or the $1,000, which he would not do. 

“In October of that year, I got a chance 
to sell my farm and telegraphed the associa- 
tion headquarters at Dubuque to know it 
1 would be safe in disposing of it subject 
to the mortgage I had given them. They 
replied that I would and that I would get 
the money on the mortgage in less than 
thirty days. That assurance was con- 
firmed in the meantime, by a Mr. Thaxton, 
of Chicago, an attorney for the association, 
who came to see me. He said that he 
would see that I got my money as soon as 
he returned home. 

“I sold the property and liquidated the 
New Orleans debt, leaving $1,000 in the 
hands of the purchaser to make him safe 
.against the mortgage I had given to the 
loan association. The place was bought 
by J. M. Kyle, of DeKalb county, for $2,300 
receiving, however, only $1,300 of the amount, 
the remainder being reserved on account 
of the mortgage. The property was sub- 
sequently sold to J. M. Graden, of Atlanta, 
a conductor on the western division of the 
Southern railway, who is now in posession 
of it and against whom I have filed a bill 
of garnishment, requiring him to hold the 
$1,000 left in the purchaser’s hands to sat- 
isfy the loan association mortgage. 

“After selling the property I continued 
my efforts to get the $1,000 due me from the 
association, but did not succeed. On the 
Sth of March, 1893, Mr A, A. Clampsett, of 
Chicago, sent for me to meet him at his 
room at the Kimball house at a certain 
time. I did so. He told me that he had 
control of the papers and when he learned 
that 1 had never received the money, said 
that as soon as he returned to Chicago he 
would insist on the company paying me, 
but at the same time, said that he intended 
to foreclose the mortgage and wanted me 
to acknowledge judgment. That I refused 
to do, and he thereupon sent the claim tv 
Messrs. King & Spalding, attorneys, for 
collection, and in addition to being kept out 
of my money ali that time, I was put to the 
expense of employing an attorney and filing 
a bill to defend myself. The company is now 
Fitten building until recently. -:

The North American Investment and Loan 
Association occupied elegant rooms in the 

Messrs. King & Spalding were called

society. 

“I mean to take up the word where Grad 
left off. ‘To tell the truth, I am afraid 
have gained access here on false pretenses.

Irigh, son of those Scotch-Irish southerners 
Who ate no hre in the greenleaf and who 
— eaten no dirt In the brown. I am much 


to sey, ‘A plaguc’ on beth your 


houses. Each was good enough and bad 
enough in its way wuilst they lasted, each 
in its turn filled the idnglish speaking world 


with mourning, and each, if either could 
have resisted infection of the soil and cli- 


mate they found here, would be today 


striving at the sword’s point to square life 
by the tron rule of theocracy or to round 


it by the dizzy whirl of a petticoat. 


‘Turning to the encyclopaedia of Amer- 
ican biography I find that Webster had all 
the vi¢es that are supposed to have sig- 
nalized the cavalicr, and Calhoun all the 


virtucs that are claimed fur the Puritan. 
And my, the cavailiers who missed the stir- 
Tups and got inte yankee saddles! The 
woods were full of them. If Custer was 
not a cavalier, Rupert was a Puritan. The 
one typical soldier of the war was a south- 
eer oneal Jackson, of the Virginia 
ne. 

we if you wish to get at the bottom of facts, 
I don’t mind telling you that it was we—- 
we Scotch-Irish, who vanquished both of 
you—some of us in peace, others of ug in 
war, supplying the missing link of adapta- 
bility, the needed ingredient of common 
sense. 

“So I.appeal from the men in silken hose 
who danced to music made by slaves—and 
called it freedom—from the men in bell- 
crowncd hats, who led Hester Prynne to 
her shame and called it religion—to that 
Americanism which reached forth its arms 
to smite the wrong with reason and truth 
secure in the power of both.

and cavalier, to which all of us owe our 
reg Let. the dead past, consecrated by 
the blood of its martyrs, not by its savage 
hatreds—darkened by kKingcraft and priest- 
craft, bury its dead. Let the present and 
the future ring with the song of the ring- 
ers. Blest be the lessons that they teach— 
the laws they make. Blest be the eye to 
See, the light to reveal. Blessed by the tol- 
france, the giver on the right hand of God 
to guide the Way which living word, as 
blessed be all that brings us nearer the goal 
or true religion, true republicanism, true 
elgg een distrust of watchwords and la- 

eis, shams and heresies, beliefs in our 
country and ourselves,”’

Sion he received & perfect ovation, his audi- 
tors rising as one man and cheering him 
loudly.
